CHINESE HABEAS CORPUS. 

INVESTIGATION MORE RIGID. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-.P 

SAN FRANCIS€O, June 16 United 
States Court Commissioner Heacock 
has announced that in future investi- 
gations in Chinese habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings will be much more searching, 
than in the past. A clause in the C i- 
nese Exclusion Act provides that all 
native-born Chinese have a right to 
land in this country. For the first ten 
years after the act went into effect, no 


record was kept of the Chinese births 
in this country.

All of 
these, or nearly * claimed to have 
been born during the period of time 
when no accurate record of births was 
kept. The remarkable fecundity of this 
period has at last aroused the sus- 
picion of the officials.

AMERICAN WATERS.

Ew YORK, June 14.—Safe and 
sound after a rough passage from 
Gourock, Scotland. of sixteen days 
and twenty-two hours, Sir Thomas

HE PRESIDENT’S POLICY AND 

WALL STREET. 
; John—Pigrpont Morgan is quoted 1s 
saying that it will be impossible to 
raise $10,000 in Wall street for the Re- 
publican campaign fund at the next 
general election if Theodore Roosevelt 
should be the Republican candidate for 
President. Whether Mr. Morgan actu- 
ally made the remark thus accreditod 
to him is a matter of some doubt. But 
it is a fact that a certain clique of 
Walli-street financiers are very 
strongly opposed to the candidacy of 
the President for reslection, and will 
not only refuse to contribute to the Re. 
publican campaign fund, but will ac- 
tively oppose the Republican ticket, 
which is practically certain to bear the 
name of Theodore Roosevelt at its 
head. 


The opposition to the President in 
Wall street is inspired principally by 
the course which he has pursued with 
reference tothe trusts. Not that he has 
displayed any especial hostility to those 
organizations, as such. But he has 
shown a decided determination to com- 
pel them to obey the law, in common 
with all other citizens and organiza- 
tions. The aggressive action of the 
President in the Northern Securities 
case, in particular, seems to have 
greatly offended the Wall-street clique. 
It is unnecessary to say that there is 
no just cause for offense in this mat- 
ter. The President, in directing the 
prosecution of the case against the 
Northern. Securities Company, did 
neither re nor less than his duty. 
The result of the prosecution has dem- 
onstrated the need for it. The Northern 
Securities Company has been declared 
by the courts to be an illegal combina- 
tion, in restraint of trade, and the lat- 
est information is to the effect that it 
has been decided to close up its af- 
fairs and put it permanently out of 
business. If this combination had not 
been operating in violation of the law, 
the courts would never have rendered 
such a decision. Therefore, the Presi- 
dent’s action was fully ified by the 
results, 

The outcome of the  beef-combine 
prosecutions is another proof that the 
President is right in his attitude to- 
ward these combines, and the people 
will support him in that attitude. The 
beef trust was found to be an illegal 
combination, and in restraint of trade, 
thus justifying the proceedings taken 
in the courts against it. Although the 
beef trust is still making a pretense 
of defying the courts, it will be brought 
to time in the end, or its responsible 
managers will be made to suffer the 
penalties provided for those who ha- 
bitually and willfully violate the law. 
But it is a matter of really little im-

The pulpit of the Plymouth Congre- 
gational Church, Twenty-first and Fig- 
ueroa streets, was occupied yesterday 
by Rev. Charles N. Queen, D.D., of 
Ventura.

world. By this act recognition is given 
to the beginning of a regenerate life. 
We read of another who offered a thank 
offering. It is t poor publican, stand- 
ing afar off, tbo sin-stricken to look 
Ged in the face. His offering was ac- 
ceptable, however, and he found favor 
as did Abel, who met God's require- 
ments unquestioned. Cain brought 
bloodless sacrifice—the Pharisee came 
in a boastful spirit, and both were re- 
jected of God.

SPECTACULAR CONFLAGRATION

Pitchforking Linemen to be 
Placed on Trial.

Home Telephone Company Will 


Biddle Gang Holds Council 
of War— Will Demand 
Sepacate Juries. 


If the plans of the officials of the 
Home Telephone Company are carried 
out. the four striking linemen who at- 


corporation Saturday afternoon on 
Castellar street, may find themselves in 
serious trouble. It is now proposed 
to prosecute the gang, not for battery 
only, but for conspiracy to incite a 
riot, the penalty for which is much 
more severe than that tor simple as- 
sault. 

The attack upon the linemen who re- 
fused to kneel to walking delegates and 
other disturbers of the peace, was but 
the culmination of trouble which had 
been brewing for several weeks. Ever 
since the linemen’s strike. was in- 
augurated, the strikers havé seem- 
ingly centered thelg.effosis against the 
workmen of the Home Telephone Com- 
pany. Possibly thé reason Ms that 
the company just tow has more work 
which linemen must do than any of 
the older companies. Whenever a 
party of workmen was sent out by this 
company, it was followed from place 
to place by members of the striking 
union, and every effort was made to 
induce the workmen to join the strik- 
ers. One or two men have been led 
by threats or otherwise to quit, but 
nearly all the employés of the com- 
pany remained at work; This only 
caused the strikers to redouble their 
efforts, and in this they were assisted 
by walking delegates of the HMay-Bid- 
dle gang, who knew nothing of the 
business. 

The trouble Saturday afternoon was 
by far the most serious that has oc- 
curred during the strike, and it was 
not the fault of the gang of strikers 
that it was not dead When they 
attacked the party of linemen, they 
were unaware of approach of an- 
other crew employed by the same com- 
pany, else they would have refrained. 
Their purpose was to frighten the 
workmen so that they would quit, and 
thus cripple for a time the work of 
censtructing new telephone lines. 

The sequel, however, 


but what the strikers desired. Not 
only did their assault fail, but the 
arrival of reinforcements turned the 


tables upon them, and instead of put- 
ting the workmen to flight, they them- 
selves were compelled to flee. 

The five men who were arrested as 
a result of the fight have been re- 
leased on bail, and will appear in 
the Police Court today. They have se- 
cured special counsel for their de- 
fense, but the Home Telephone Com- 
pany has also engaged special counsel 
for their prosecution, nd the trial 
‘promises to be warm. If the strikers 
are convicted, the moral effect will be 
suck that they will hardly dare ‘ape 
chances of another encounter th 
workmen, whose only sin is that of 
earning a living in a legal manner and 
of fesenting the interferen of men 
who having refused to work for their 
bread, are trying to compel others to 
do thelr bidding. 

A special conference was held yes- 
terday afternoon by the Hay-Biddle 
garg, to devise ways and means of 
defending the cases in the courts. It 
is understood that the lawbreaki 
strikers will each demand a jury trial, 
hoping thereby to get some sympa- 
thiser on the aha and thes defeat the 
ends of justice
